Lively Time at the Meeting 


in Dracut 


VLADIVOSTOK, March 7.—A fleet 


of five Japanese battleships and two 
cruisers apucarpa off this port at l-ltf 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, and bom- 
barded the town and shore butteries 
for 53 minutes. 


The fleet appronehed from the direc- 


tion of Askold Island, at the east en- 
trance to Usfiiiri bay and about 32 
miles southeast of 
Vladivostok. 
En- 


tering tJfisiiri bay, the enemy formed 
in line of battle, but did not approach 
to ;i closer range 
than 
r» 1-3 miles. 


Tho.y directed their lire'against 
the 


shore butteries nnd the town, but no 
damage resulted, HK most of their -00 
lyddite shells failed to burst. 


The Japanese lire ceased

p.m.. and the enemy retired *n the di- 
rection of Askold island, 
•^•"'.ultnnc- 


ously. two torpedo boat destroyers ap- 
peared near Askold island and 
two 


more near Cane Maidel. The Japanese 
.v-hips were covered with ice. 


The attack resulted in no loss to the 


Russian*, but fust the enemy 200.000 
roubles ($100.000) in ammunition. Most 
of the projectiles were G and 12 Inch 
nil oils.

President Joseph F. Smith of the Mor- 
mon church to the stand today Attorney 
A. K. \Vorihlngton resumed crOBs-examl- 
natlon for thu defence in tho Investiga- 
tion before the senate committee on priv- 
ileges and elections In the case of Reed 
Smoot of Utah. He asked Mr. Smith If 
he had any statistics showing the prop^r- 
tion of polygamlBts In the Mormon popu- 
lation. 


Mr. Smith said his recollection la that 


when the Utah commission was created 
in 1SS2 and undertook to administer tno 
lawii of the territory 12.000 polygamists 
were excluded from voting. 


"As the women vote In Utah, 
he said, 


"and as it requires two women to ono 
man to form polygamy In the state, 
probably the number of males excluded 
as polygamists would not be more than 
4000" 
*" 
Senator Dubols exercised a right to 


question the witness at this point and 
said the population then was about 220,0)0 
and or that number there were about 60.- 
000 Gentiles. Ho wanted excluded from 
consideration the number not in condition 
to tnter a aUte of polygamy. He esid 
President Smith's statement of the per- 
centage in polygamy included Buckling 
babes and children and that he objected 
to having Mr. Smith's statement go oe- 
fore the country unchallenged.

cent,, leaving only S97 still living, and 
that the great majority of them are of 
advanced age. 
Mr. Worthlngton apkcd regarding Mr. 


Emilh'b son. Hiram Smith, and was told 
that he is 32 years old and has a wife 
and children, but is not a polygamlst. 
He Is one of the 12 apostles. 


He and his fellow high counsellor and 


two apostles have been appointed clnce 
Mr. Smith became president. He said he 
could not say whether these* mon are co- 
habltinR wilh more than one wife, but 
that "they nre reputed to bo the husband 
of more than one wife."

Referring to Senator Bailey's 


question yesterday In regard to the mani- 
festo Mr. "Worthlngton read from a ser- 
mon of President Woodruff, delivered a 
year after tho manifesto nsainst plural 
marriages, in which President Woodruff 
declared that he was moved :uid 10,000 
latter day mints were moved by the 
spirit of Cod to abandon the practice of 
plural marriages. 


Senator Bailey contended that It was 


in obedlenco to the demands of the law 
or fear of the consequences of- the law 
that provoked the revelation. 
Cpntinu- 


. Ing; he Bnid: 


"For my part I don't have much faith 


In a doctrine that does not get a revela- 
tion commanding n change of conduct un- 
til'there Js a statute compelling it.'" 


"AH that of course Is a matter of opin- 


ion," said Senator Fornker. 


"I don't know that It is a matter of 


opinion either," said Senator Bailey. 
"I 


myself have been compelled to submit to 
certain rules just because it was the law, 
and vicious law at that. Just how far I 
would have been submitted if I received 
a revelation from God to do something 
tlsu I am not prepared to say. I think 
tho wuole thing was more a matter of 
law than religion." 


"When the Mwa wore passed which were 


not In harmony with the teachings of our 
church," said Mr. Smith, "we held that 
they were unconstitutional.' 
Of course 


our rules commanded that we obey the 
constitution of the land, but we foURht 
thfl validity of the "ew laws from the 
lowest to the highest court and when It 
was settled by the supreme court of {he 
United States that plural marriages could 
no longer be Indulged in of course u« 
wero inclined to obey."* 


Senator Dubols asked If any United 


States officials now took statistics on 
polygamy and the witness replied in 
+he negntlve. 


"Then." said Senator Dubois, "these 


figures are only church statistics?" 
. "But we hnd a revelation 
on our 


statute books In regard to plural mar- 
riages and it was necessary to obey 
that !n order to obtain certain bless- 
ings that could not be received with- 
out obeying it. Whether we 
should 


obey the law of the land or continue 
to practioo the law of the church waa a 
serious question. We hold that 
Uio 


president of the church la entitled to 
rooelvo revelations inspired by the Al- 
mighty 
dod. 
President 
Woodruff 
sought guidance from tho Lord but the 
JLord made It manifest to him that it 
wna his duty to stop plural marriages. 
Hf proclaimed that revelation and 
ft 


was submitted to the entire 
church 


and accepted by the ohurch and thus 
•It bocamc binding, and from that day 
lo this the law of tho Innd has been 
k«pt so far as plural marrlasres 
are 


concerned. But there is a Krent differ- 
ence between taking a plural wife con- 
trary to law- and in taking care of the 
wivtw? taken before it waa a violation 
of the law. 


"J would not desert my 
wives. I 


would not abandon my children. I will 
run my rislts before the law." 


President Smith's vo-lco shook with 


omotlnn. Ho showed more feeling than 
he had at nny previous time exhibited 
and sxi.l; "But It Is to the laws of 
Utnh thnt I niii answerable, it IH the 


law of my state that has the right to 
punish me. The courts of TJtah are of 
competent Jurisdiction. Congress has 
no right to Interfere with my nrlvato 
affairs. 
"If the courts of my state don't see 


fit to call me to account for my con- 
duct I cannot help It. Congress has 
no rleht to Interfere—It hDK no right to 
pry Into my marriage relations and cnli 
me to account." 


Chairman Burrows 
at 
this 
point 


questioned 
the 
witness. He TaskcU: 


"You say you would not abandon your 
wives or your children. Why do you 
consider It necessary to have 
Issue 


from your pluraJ wives in 
order 
to 


clothe and care for your children that 
have been born before unlawful co- 
habitation became a crime?" 
"liscnuso my wives are like all otner 


women. 
It is necersary to 
maintain 


peace, harmony and good will between 
myself nnfl my good wives. That Is tho 
kernel In the njt 
That Is why I have 


chosen not to obey the laws of my state 
prohibiting polygamous co-habitation." 


"The church gave me my wives arm I 


don't think the church could bo con- 
sistent in taking then," said Mr. Smith 
in answer to a ciuostlnn as to why he did 
not agree with the Woodruff manifesto. 


"The Lord clveth and the Lord taketh 


away," quoted Senator Bailey from tne 
Scriptures. Continuing the senator said 
It appeared that the polygamous co- 
habitation is forbidden by both the law of 
the land and the law of tho church us 
laid down in the Woodruff 
manifesto, 


and addressing the -witness he said: 
"As a member of the church you are 


violating the law of the land aiul other 
ordinances of your church as well?" 


"Not the ordinances," said Mr. Smith. 
"Well, the law than." 
"No. th« rule," said the witness. 
"The 
rule after all Is the law for 


conduct," said Senator B.illey. 
"1 was 


only trying to emphasize what the revela- 
tions are.

D. Norment and Mr. Mitchell—had ar- 
ranged to fight a duel today, the fol- 
lowing sensational resolution was of- 
fered by Mr. Wells, of Hinda, in the 
lower house yesterday:

to a mortal duel, 


"Resolved, That 
the committee- on 


registration and elections be instructed 
to investigate the same." 


The resolution caused a commotion- 
Speaker Thomas hesltnted about sub- 
mitting" it.' and before the author could 
make any explanation a motion to ad- 
journ had been offered and adopted. 


Fifty members" crowded around Mr. 


Wells to aak for information. 
He de- 


clared he knew positively that a chal- 
lenge for a duel had been sent by Mr. 
Mitchell to Mr. Norment, that Jt had 
bean accepted, that seconds had been 
named and that carriages hnd been 
engaged to take the parties 
to 
the 


duelling grounds at pome hour today.

Justice Brewer and Senator Dolllver

Dr. Daniel C. Oilman, president of 


the American Bible society, presided 
anrt made a few remarks in which he 
paid that during tho life time of the 
British and American societies they 
had circulated 170.000.000 copies of the 
Bible and parts of the Bible to the 
nations of the world. 
Justice Brewer said the poorest way 


to estimate the value of a life, whether 
of an individual or an organization, Is 
by numbering the years. 
We should 


count by deeds, not years. So. said he. 
we celebrate the anniversary of the 
British Bible society not so much be- 
cause It has endured for a century as 
because of the gigantic good it has ac- 
complished. 


SnW he: 
"The Iconoclast Is a popular man to- 


day. To him the Bible appears merely 
nVn port of crazy quilt of untrue his- 
tory, disturbed science, weak poetry, 
impracticable morality and vague fore- 
shadowlngs of the unknown .and 
un- 


knowable. Yet we who believe, know 
there are passages In the Bible unsur- 
passed in solemn beauty In the litera- 
ture of the world: that Its Weals of 
morality are those to which the best 
within us Is always 
Inspiring; 
that 


these promises are the sweetest and 
most comforting that have ever come 
to the tired hearts of men." 
Justice Brewer declared

rrreAtest glory of this nation lies In the 
fact that ever and always she has

THE WRONG KIND 
OF EDUCATION. 


When there are over thirty or forty conipetent people looking after one 


clerical vacancy at City Hall there is something wrong. 
The 
number 
of 


people looking after the job emphasizes the fact that there always nowa- 
days a preat many well educated people who either ore dissatisfied with 
their present employment or who have no occupation nt all. 


It shows that too many people depend upon a plain school education 


to enable them to command employment nt good wages. 


The man or womnn who has mastered some mechanlcnl trade is a great 


deal better off in the long run than these people who waste their early years 
at school nnd the rost of their lives In looking for some genteel business, 
often without success. It would be a great benefit to our young people if 
more of them turned their attention to technical education that would en- 
able them to master some trade at which they \\ould be reasonably 
sure 


to have steady employment at fair wages. After all there is some found- 
ation for the statement that many of our young people are so well educated 
that they cannot earn a living. 


They are not educated in the right wny. 
They should learn to use their hands In conjunction with their brains so 


that they can fill some position of usefulness without a feeling of wounded 
pride or of humiliation. 


The chief defect of our school education today is Its failure to supply 


the pupils with something practical. Manual training is provided at con- 
siderable expense, but yet only about fifty pupils of the High school and 
none of the grammar school pupils arc privileged to tnke it up. 
. This is an injuctice to the grammar school scholars, many of whom never 
get the opportunity to go any farther. 


It is true thiit it is not the purpose of manual training to tench any 


particular trade, but as it teaches In a measure the mechanical principles of 
all trades it is calculated to train tho pupils to uw their hands in ronjunc. 
tlon with their minds in doing something useful, to give them an exalted 
idea of the value and the dignity of manual labor nnd inure them to habits 
of Industry and thrift.

lynching stoke. 


"Can this allilude loward Ihr negro 


be maintained in the South? 
"I say It cannot be, because of the 


instability of justice there.

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A POOR MORMON 


So Says President Smith 


Cannon 


of Vladivostok 
Bombarded 


55 Minutes 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
7—With 


Pres. Joseph F. Smith of the Mormon 
church, again on the stand for the 
defence, the second week of the Inves- 
tigation of the Smoot case opened to- 
day before the senate committee on 
privileges and elections. Senator Du- 
bois put Into the record the census 
figures for Utah taken In 1890, to show 
that instead of only three or four per 
cent, in polygamy as Mr. Smith had 
said, in reality there were about 23 1-4 
per cent, of the Mormon population 
of an age, enabling- them to be polyg- 
amists v-'ho were in that state in 1890. 
Senator Dubois gave it as his opinion 
that there has been no material reduc- 
tion in the number of polygamists 
since 1890. 


Mr. Worthlngton conducted an ex- 


amination of Mr. Smith to ascertain 
the process undergone in cases of ex- 
communication. 


The witness explained the manner In 


•which the church is divided into di- 
visions of wards nnd states and the 
machinery of the organization through 
which charges against any person have 
to be brought and passed upon. He 
said the apostles have nothing to do 
•with the Judicial affairs of the church. 
They preach the gospel and send mis- 
sionaries to other fields. The presi- 
dent, the apostles and high counselors 
forming what is known as the "15" 
meet once a week for prayer and con- 
sultation on matters generally relating 
to the church. 


A futile effort by President Brlghom 


"Young- in 1S75 to have Bishop Jacob 
"W. Weyler removed from the leader- 
ship of a ward, was related by Mr. 
Smith, to show that the presidency 
does not exercise power over the -wish- 
es of the people and that the members 
of the church by the freedom of their- 
vote in reality form the power of gov- 
ernment. Several other like instances 
were related for the same general pur- 
pose. 


Mr. Worthlngton read the revelation 


by Joseph Smith, Jr., Jan. 19, 1841, 
nominating Brigham Young as presi- 
dent, and nil of the members of tho 
high council and the apostles. In this 
revelation was a command to accept 
the nominations or reject them in gen- 
eral conference. 
Mr. Smith declared 


that even In the original revelation 
naming a successor to the first presi- 
dent it was In the power of the mem- 
bers to accept or reject. 


Mr. Smith In reply to an inquiry said 


Reed Smoot became an apostle Apr! 
9, 1900. 


"Right here let me ask you when wa; 


your last child born?" 
asked 
Mr 


Worth! ngton. 


"1 don't know whether that has any 


bearing on the cuse," said Mr. Smith 
"but I believe It was on the day Mr 
Smoot became an apostle." 


"Th«n there hue been none since?' 


asked Mr. Worthlngton. 
"No sir." 
"Then, so far as you and Mr. Smoo 
are concerned, you w«re in harmony,' 
remarked Mr. Burrows. 


Mr. Worthlngfon Inquired whether 


at any of the joint meetings of the 
first presidency an-d the apostles. th 
question 
of polygamous cohabltalloi 
had been discussed. Mr. Smith said 
It had not either In an advisory talk 
or in re7ard to taking official action 
to prevent the practice. He declared 
that when 
Mr. Smoot became 
an 
apostle, the status of most of the poly 
gamiats had been fixed many years be 
fore. In answer to questions by Mr 
Worthln^ton and Senator Burrows 
Mr. Smith said Senator 
Smoot 
had 
never advised for or against contlnu- 
ance of polygamous cohabitation. 
In relation to convictions, Mr. Smltl 


said there have been none since the 
manifesto of 1890, that all of the con 
ventions under the Edmunds law were 
•while Utah was a territory. Senator 
Dubois referred to Mr. Worthington 
as counsel for Mr. Smith. 
"I protest," said Mr. Worthington 


"I am not the attorney for the wltn<

of five Japanese battleships and two 
cruisers appeared off this port at 1.23 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and bom- 
barded the town and. shore batteries 
for 65 minutes. 


The fleet approached from the direc- 


tion of Askold Island, at the east en- 
trance to XJBSurl bay and about 32 
miles southeast of Vladivostok. En- 
tering UBouri bay, the enemy formed 
In line of battle, but did not approach 
to a closer range than 5 1-8 mile; 
They directed their fire against 
tho 


shore batteries and the town, but no 
damage resulted, as most of their 200 
lyddite shells foiled to burst. 
The Japanese flre ceased 
at 2.20 


p.m., and the enemy retired in the di- 
rection of Askold Island. 
Simultane- 


ously, two torpedo boat destroyers ap- 
peared near'Askold Island and 
two 


more near Cape Ma id el. The Japanese 
ships were covered with ice. 


The attack resulted in no loss to the 


Russians, but cost the enemy 200,000 
roubles ($100,000) In ammunition. Moat 
of the projectiles were 6 and 12 Inch 
shells.

Bible nnd parts .of the Bible to the 
nations of the world. '

Justice Brewer said the poorest way 


to estimate the value of a life, whether 
of an Individual or nn organization. Is 
hy numbcrinR the years. 
We should 


count by deeds, not years. Ko. said be. 
we celebrate the anniversary of the 
British Bible society not so much be- 
cause It has endured for a century as 
because of the gigantic good it Ijas ac- 
complished. 


Said he: 
"The iconoclast is a popular man to- 


day. To him the Bible appears merely 


a sort of crazy quilt of untrue, his- 


tory, disturbed science, weak 
poetry, 


Impracticable morality and vague fore- 
shadowlngs of the unknown anil 
un- 


knowable. Yet we who believe, know 
there are passages in the Bible unsur- 
passed In solemn beauty In the litera- 
ture of the world; that its Idenls of 
morality are those to which the best 
within us is always 
Inspiring; that 


these promises are the sweetest and 
most comforting that have ever come 
to the tired hearts of men." 


Justice Brewer declared 
that 
tho 


crente?t glory of this nation lies In the 
fact that ever nnd always she has 
striven to translate into the vernacu- 
lar of international laiv the parable of 
the Good Samaritan and the golden 
rtile. 


Senator "Doillver said that the Bible 


society had contributed more than any 
other influence to unite the creeds of 
Christendom into one grand whole rep- 
resenting universal Christianity. 


'One of Ihe grandest enterprises I 


ever heard of any organization," Sen- 
ator Dolliver said "was t:.e offer of this 
society to make a language for a bar- 
barous people, whose speech has not 
even attained to the dignity of an al- 
phabet.

of South America nnd It will treble the trntle of the Paclflc states, because 
their products can be easily shipped through the cnnal, whereas the cost of 
overland transportation would consume nil tho profits nnd render such ship- 
ment undesirable. The canal will vastly

cobntry and add also to its power in war. 


With the canal opened our fleet will 
ho much more useful, an It can 


easily cover the vast coast line of this country. What the Suez canal is to 
the old world, the commercial gnteway to the Orient, the Panama canal will 
be to the western hemisphere. 


Owing to the difference In the level of the Pacific n.nd Atlantic oceans 


the opening of the canal may and undoubtedly will Interfere with tho cur- 
rents In the Atlantic and also along the Pacific const In that latitude. 


THE WRONG KIND OF EDUCATION. 


When there are over thirty or forty competent people looking after one 


clerical vacancy at City Hall there is something wrong. 
The 
number 
of 


people looking after the Job emphasizes the fact that there always nowa- 
days a great many well educated people who either are dissatisfied with 
their present employment or who have no occupation at all. 


It shows that too many people depend upon a plain school education 


to enable them to command employment at good wages. 


The man or woman who has mastered some mechanical trade Is a great 


deal better off in the long run than these people who waste their early years 
at school and the rest of their lives in looking for some genteel business, 
often without success. It would be a great benefit to our young people If 
more of them turned their attention to technical education that would en- 
able them to master some trade at which they would be reasonably sure 
to have steady employment at fair wages. After nil there Is some found- 
ation for the statement that many of our young people are so well educated 
that they cannot earn a living. 


They are not educated in the right way. 
They should learn to use their hands in conjunction with their brains so 


that they can fill some position of usefulness without a feeling of wounded 
pride or of humiliation. 


The chief defect of our school education today is Its failure to supply 


the pupils with something practical. Manual training is provided nt con- 


. slderable expense, but vet only about fifty pupils of the High school nnd 


none of the grammar school pupils are privileged to take It. up. 


This is an injuctlce to the grammar school scholars, many oC whom never 


get the opportunity to go any farther. 


It is true that it is not the purpose of manual training to tench any 


particular trade, but as it tenches in a measure the mechanical principles of 
nil trades It is calculated to train the pupils to use their hands in conjunc- 
tion with their minds in doing something useful, to give them an exalted 
Idea of the value nnd the dignity of manual labor and Inure them to habits 
of industry and thrift. It reveals the great possibilities that lie In the 
proper application of the eye and the hand trained In mechanical opera- 
tions. 


Nothing brings greater pleasure to the young than the power to produce, 


'to frame or to construct something with their hands. 
This explains why 


children nre so fascinated by manual training. 


Although the grammar school children make rapid progress 
lu 
manual 


training, the school board does not see nt to give them nn opportunity to 
practice It. 


It would be better for the grammar school pupils, at leant for the two 


highest grades, if they were permitted to drop some of the fails and take up 
manual training Instead. Without dropping anything It Is an Indisputable 
fact that pupils who spend some time at mamml training ran mnke greater 
progress In their other studies, so great Is the benelU tn body nnd mind of 
the exercise and the fascination derived from the work. 


It Is a delusion to suppose that In those days when mere book learning 


li a drug on the market, a young man or a young woman 
with a 
mere 


school education ca.n command a good position. 


There Are college graduates who would starve If left to (heir own 
re- 


lourcrs, because they have not learned to use their hands In any profitable 
Wi.y. 


The tendency of the age is to specialize. 
V.'lien n man enters a profes- 


sion he finds It more profitable to confine himself to some particular branch

In every othi r case, more or less of 
the lands to bo Irrigated nre found to be 
taken up under some of our various loose 
md speculative land laws, and often with 
the evident idea on the part of the en- 
rynuin that Just somo such improvemnnt 
s to be undertaken hy the government: 
I ho effect of this then Is that when the 
government puts the water upon Its land 
greatly Inrrc-aslng lls value, the specula- 
tor who has obtained title Is in a. posi- 
tion to take a large profit from the real 
settler who should hove had the '.Irat 
show. 
In many Instances, of course, 


hona fide settlers are found struggling 
along with an Insufficient wafer supply 
derived from simple Irrigation projects 
where the water Is diverted directly from 
the river, and In such cases, where tho 
government stores the flood waters of 
these rivers and thus Inoreases tho re- 
claimed area, three settlers who have in- 
sufficient water should really be the flre* 
beneficiaries; but it Is a senseless propo- 
sition that congress should allow lan-1 
laws to remain In force which enable tho 
speculator to acquire government land 
for practically nothing so thnt when tho 
government does finally build its irriga- 
tion works, these Innd dealers will be tho 
first beneficiaries of the government ex-

ally divides itself nnder three heads'

vices and forms of construction thnt 
afford protection against fire from the 
outside. 


The advantage In the use of incom- 


bustible materials Is almost self-evi- 
dent, ns thereby Ihe food for nre Is 
reduced in the same ratio in which in- 
combustible materials are used. 


Among the materials most commonly 


used in building construction which 
are generally considered Incombustible 
may he 
enumerated the 
following-' 


Ilrick, stone, terra cotta, wire glass 
iron, steel and concrete, Ry such In- 
combustible materials Is meant those 
which will not burn or produce flame 
when subjected to a heat of ^ 000 to 
3.100 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Incombus- 


tible materials nre not necessarily tire- 
proof. It Is Important that this should 
be kept in mind. 


Ry fireproof materials Is meant such 


and set' fire to the contents of the 
room. 


Reference hns already been made to 


the elevator shaft as "a very frequent 
meanH of spreading fire. The shaft in 
Its construction constitutes a flue up 
which a flre Is drawn with great force. 
On account of 
the 
necessarily large 


openings at each story, particularly in 
the case or freight elevators, the dan- 
ger of communicating fires Is great. 
The construction of the shaft and en- 
closed apparatus therefore becomes a 
matter of grent Importance. Thr. shaft 
walls in the flrsjt place should be ab- 
solutely fireproof and constructed 
of 


Incombustible materials. The require- 
ments of the Department of Buildings

accept the money. At the present time

Their anxiety In this re- 


spect was illustrated a couple of weeks

speeches ever delivered iu the House 
of Commons. 


HP entered into a historical review 


of the industrial life of Ireland, show- 
ing how It was throttled by the Brit- 
ish parliament and in the course of his 
address he threw a Bop now. to the 
Tory i>arty and the next moment to 
the Liberal party, HO that he had them 
nftoniatoly cheering until lie reached 
the last paragraph, each 
party 
be- 


lieving lhat lie was going to throw his 
SO votes In its favor; but in the final
